‘Tho same gun, after having 
been putin order, was then, mith permission 
of the Servian Goverument and before the 
Smmission, including the heads of 
military authorities and the 
German Ambassador Couut Bray, subjected 
to a second trial, an exact repetition of 
the first, when it acquitted itself splendid- 
ly, discharging 13.1 kilogrammes of irou per 
















































The ensuing negotations did not, how- 
ever, secure Mr. Krapp the pending order, 
for the reason that the Servian Government 
could offer no other mode of payment than 
by instalments, distributed at the rate 
of half a mi francs per year, 01 
twenty years, without any guarantee what- 
ever; an arrangement of course not accept- 
able to Mr. Krupp, but which, as it then 
appeared, liad already for some time been 
agreed to by the Comptoir d’Escompte de 
Paris, in cxse the order-was given to the 
French factory, The Comptoir is enabled 
to accept auch terms on account of large 
investments in Servia, which have given it to 
some extent the control of Servian finances, 
ink that this will make it clear to 
everybody that the Krupp gun was ouly 
admitted to the competition as a matter of 
form, whi ling of the same, as 
above stated, requires no further comment, 

As regards the true merits of the De 
uge gun, the reader will find in the 
military” periodicals during the last six 
months reference to several deplorable 
accidents with De Bange guus in French 
camps, being in each instance attended by 
the loss of valuable lives of officers and 
mon. Full details of these ecourrences cat 
be seen by anyone interested in this sub- 
ject on calling at our office.
